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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 
Amendments to the Specification 

Paragraphs [0038], [0039], [0040], [0041], [0046], [0052], [0071], and [001 84], and Tables 
1-5 and 7 are amended to correct informalities. No new matter is added by the amendments. 

Amendments to the Drawing 

Figures I and 3 on Drawing Sheets 1 and 4, respectively, are amended to correct 
informalities. No new matter is added by the amendments. Applicants hereby provide the 
Replacement Drawing Sheets and a marked -up version which show the changes that were made. 

Election/Restrictions 

The Examiner issued a telephonic restriction, where the claims were divided into Group I 
(claims 1-17) and Group II (claims 18-25). The claims of Group I are drawn to a crystal and a 
method of crystallization of fibroblast activation protein a (FAPa), and the claims of Group II are 
drawn to a method of identifying compounds that associate with FAPa. 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.142 and in response to Examiner's telephonic restriction, 
Applicants elected Group I (claims 1-17) without traverse. 

Applicants amend claims directed to Group II (claims 18-25) to depend from claims within 
elected Group I, and thus, claims 1 8-25 should no longer be subject to restriction relative to Group I.. 

Applicants reserve the right pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 121 to file one or more divisional 
applications directed to the non-elected subject matter during the pendency of the present 
application. 

Objection to the Disclosure Based on Informalities 

(a) The "square" after FAP 

The Examiner points out that through out the Specification, there is a "square" after FAP, 
and the "square" should be replaced by "a". Applicants amend the Specification to correct the 
inadvertent error in accordance to the Examiner's suggestion. No new matter is added by the 
amendment. 
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(b) The abbreviation of TCEP 

Examiner objects that the abbreviation "TCEP" on page 47, paragraph [00 1 84] and [001 85] 
is not defined anywhere in the Specification. TCEP is the acronym for 
"Tris(2-carboxyethyl)phosphine hydrochloride." Applicants add this definition to paragraph 
[001 84]. Given that this chemical is well known and commonly used in the art, no new matter is 
added by the amendment. 

(c) Compliance with sequence disclosure requirements of 37 CFR 1.821-1.825 

The Examiner contends that the disclosure failed to comply with the requirements of 
37 CFR §§ 1.821-1.825 which require the insertion of a sequence identification number following 
the mentioning of a protein, which sequence is disclosed in the sequence listing. The Examiner 
particularly points out that paragraphs [0038], [0039], [0041 ], the headings of the table of Figure 3, 
and Tables 1-3, lack sequence identification numbers. Applicants amend the Specification to add the 
required sequence identifications. No new matter is added by the amendments. 

Applicants believe they have corrected each of the objections raised by the Examiner, and 
respectfully request the Examiner to withdraw the objections to the disclosure. 

Rejections under 35 USC §112, First Paragraph 

The Examiner rejects claims 1-15 under 35 USC §1 12, First Paragraph on the ground that the 
claims, as presented, do not satisfy the written description or enablement requirements. 

Applicants express with appreciation the Examiner's indication that claim 17 would be 
allowable. 

Applicants amend independent claims 1 and 9 to incorporate the recitation of SEQ. ID No. 3 
which the Examiner found to be allowable in relation to claim 17. 

In view of the above amendments to the claims, Applicants submit that pending claims 1-2, 
4-6, 9-10, 12-15, and 17-25, as amended, overcome the Examiner's rejections under 35 USC §112, 
First Paragraph. Withdrawal of the rejection is therefore respectfully requested. 
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Rejections under 35 USC §112. Second Paragraph 

The Examiner rejects claims 7 and 8 under 35 USC §112, Second Paragraph on the ground 
that the claims failed to define "FAPa" at least once in the claims. Claims 7 and 8 are cancelled; the 
Examiner's rejection is obviated. 

Rejections under 35 USC §102 

The Examiner rejects claim 16 under 35 USC § 102 as being anticipated by any natural amino 
acids that are commercially available. Claim 16 is cancelled; the Examiner's rejection is obviated. 

CONCLUSION 

Applicants earnestly believe that they are entitled to a letters patent, and respectfully 
solicit the Examiner to expedite prosecution of this patent application to issuance. Should the 
Examiner have any questions, the Examiner is encouraged to telephone the undersigned.
